The verdict of the federal jury at 


Columbus in awarding damages to 
the Sherwood Improvement company1 


for $16,000 and damages to the ex- 
tent of one dollar to the 
city of 


Newark in the United States govern- 
ment's condemnation suit 
may be 


satisfactory to the Sherwood com- 
pany but is far from satisfactory to 
the city of Newark, and because of 
this fact an effort will be made by 
the city to obtain 
a 
new trial. 


Solicitor Norpell is preparing to file 
a motion for a new trial in Judge 
Sater's court where the case was 
tried to a Jury this week. 


The ease grew out of the govern- 


ment's effort to obtain possession of 
the corner piece of ground which the 
Sherwood Company gave to Newark 
city for park purposes at the time 
the government paid $18,500 for the 
rear of the Sherwood lot for a post- 
office site. 


The city accepted the gift from the 


Sherwood company, so both the city 
and the Sherwood 
company were 


made parties to the suit. 
Several 


witnesses said that to build the post- 
office on the corner would damage 
the Sherwood hotel property to the 
extent of $35,000. Other witnesses 
placed the damage as low as $5,000 
One witness for the city fixed the 
value of the city's park property at 
over $17,000. On the other extreme 
one witness said he thought the city 
'should have $1,000 for surrendering 
the park property. Not one of the 
lawyers in the case contended that 
the city should not be compensated 
•and the judge in charging the jury 
aald that the city had an interest in 
the property that should 
be recog- 


nized. In spite of the evidence and 
Instructions of the court, the jury 
'gave the city $1 and the Sherwood 
company $16,000. 


First the motion for a new trial is 


to be disposed of. Then possibly the 
question of appeal may be considered 
The government is not obliged to 


Accept the jury's award but in case 


the verdict stands, the government 
has the right to take the property by 
paying $16,001. 


If the government should abide b> 


the jury's verdict and if the verdict 
'stands, the 
new federal

•will be built upon the Sherwood site.

(Special to Advocate.) 


Columbia, Ohio, Oct. 1.—Next 


Tuesday the members of tbe board 
of administration start the bearing 
of more than 800 applicants 
for 


parole from the four penal institu- 
tions of the state. 
Tuesday and 


Wednesday the board eits at the 
penitentiary, Wednesday they go to 
Lancaster where they will be at the 
boys' industrial school, the follow- 
ing Tuesday they got to the reform- 
atory at Mansfield two days, 
and 


then they finish up their work at the 
girls' industrial school near Dela- 
ware. Because of the indeterminate 
sentence law the number of appli- 
cants for parole is unusually large. 
No prisoners can be released from 
any of the state institutions under 
the present laws except on parole, 
and the duties of the board have 
been more than multiplied by,-'the 
change. 
It is expected that of the 


800 applicants about 500 .will be 
looked upon with favor.' by the 
board, as this is the average usually 
maintained at the parole meetings.
